I gave 
tke report to the press this morning exactly as it was presented t« me stat- 
ing that two of the steamers attacked .were sunk and probably all of thel 
submarines were lost.' 


"The cablegram, I now find, stated that one of the submarines probably 
was lost."

The navy department's only infromation was made public in the follow- 
ing statement:

The result 
of. this attack being that two of the 
steamers attacked were sunk and 
probably all of the submarines were 
lost." 


While this does not actually state 


that American destroyers were con- 
voying the ship, that is believed to 
be the fact. 


It was announced recently that a 


policy -of convoying fleets of mer- 
chant ships across the Atlantic had 
been . adopted and since the West- 
wego and the other merchant craft 
which were the objects of the sub- 
marines

Europe, ft is regarded as more than 
probable that American warships 
guarded the merchant ship on the 
way across. 


American warships have all been

But if any nation showed any dispo- 
sition to prepare for defense, that 
was a threat which Germany could 
not stand. Germany must be strong, 
and all other nations must be weak, 
or Germany, peace-loving Germany, 
would take the field. 
The responsibility of England is 


demonstrated with equal clearness. 
Russia would not have mobilized if 
it had not hoped for England's sup- 
port. 
Yet England had said that if 


the war were confined to the Bal- 
kans it would take no part in it. 
The duty of the" world was to keep 
still while the two Teutonic empires 
did whatever they willed, and Ger- 
many would not confine the war to 
the Balkans because it had long 
been waiting for an opportunity to 
crush France. 
If Russia had really wanted war 


it would have advised Servia to re- 
fuse the outrageous 
demands 


Austria, backed- by Germany, 
stead of that, Servia humbled itself 
and accepted all the demands of 
\ustria but one; .and did not refuse 
that, but asked lor further discus- 
sion. Austria, backed by Germany, 
would discuss nothing; would not ex- 
tend the 48 hours; would not hold 
back its army.

Lava l» Slow to Cool. 


Peasants on. the (slopes, oif Moonfc 


Aetna can still boil water over the lava 
that flowed from the volcano during 
the eruption of 1010. Lava, according 
to Walter Woodburn Hyde of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, wilting In the 
Geographical Review, ofteu reaches a 
temperature pf 2,(Kto degrees F. 


Even the ancient poets recorded tfae 


tenacity with which lava .retains its 
beat, and Borelli, describing the great 
eruption of 1G69, saya the lava took 
eight years to cool It,is related .that 
steam was still rising in 1830 from 
lava ejected In 17J8I.VAnd.this fe^not 
astonishing when we remember that 
the stream of molten lava which 
reached the sea at Catania on that oc- 
casion was at least GOO yards In 
breadth, forty feet deep and contained 
3^32,000,000 cubic feet It banked up 
against the walls of Catania, which 
.were sixty feet high, until it flowed 
over the top and destroyed a large part 
of the city. The huge promontory that 
acts like a breakwater to the harbor Is 
the remums of that stream of lava that 
flowed into the sea. 


Montter Haystacks. 


On the first approach to a Roumanian 


vfllage one Is startled by the largest 
haystack that the American will prob- 
ably ever .nave seen. Rod upon rod this' 
monster stretches upon the horizon. 
The explanation Is a simple one. Hay 
is one of the largest articles of produc- 
tion in Roumanla. Landed proprietors 
and peasants, one and all, raise It and 
depend upon It for they support When, 
however, a peasant IBBb grievances In- 
tolerable, It is a matter of no great 
difficulty to set the proprietor's hay 
afire—and no peasant in the district 
would think of assisting in the detec- 
tion of the incendiary. So the law per- 
mils the proprietor to force all the 
peasants In the district to place their 
hay with his, a record of the weight of 
each man's contribution being kept by 
both sides. In the event of fire—and it 
now behooves both sides to guard 
against all this—all contributors suffer

who was sent to France with a Ca- 
nadian 
contingent early 
in 
thr 


summer. 
In a letter written to his 


mother. Mrs. G. IF. Karicofe. East 
Main street, he tells of having been 
assigned to an entrenching battal- 
ion and detailed for work on de- 
tenses in France where the men 
have worked under fire and in mud 
a foot deep. 
Even the hardtack 


that veterans here have told about 
is used by the troops in 
France. 


The letter was wiitten August 11 
and has just reached this country. 
Difficulties of the mail service are 
indicated by his reference to letters 
which have either been delayed or 
lost. His letter follows: 


Bear Mother—I received your let- 


ter some time ago and dropped you 
a note, saying I had received it. 
Also, 
sent a 
German newspaper' 


which I thought would make a good 
souvenir. Did you get it? Thought 
maybe the censor might stop it. 
Also, wiote you a letter a short time 
before I got yiurs, saying i hadn't 
heard from you. 


While I was in Ensland I sent 


home a book on "The Highland 
Bagpipe." 
Did you get it? 
It is 


considered a very valuable book in 
Scotland, and I had to go to a col- 
lector of rare books to get it. If you 
got it you must read it as it is very 
interesting. 


I told you in the first letter I j 


wrote you after reaching France, 
what we were doing out here—dig- 
ging trenches—pick-and-shovel job. 
The tools of ignorance, as v>e chaps 
call them. 
When we landed in France the 


latter part of June we spent 10 days 
putting the finishing touches on our 
training at the base. 
We had to 


march 18 miles from the place we 
landed to the base, with full packs— 
about 75 pounds without rifle or'am- 
munition." Wow! It felt like a ton 
at the end of the march, but I stood 
it better than I expected. 
There _ 


are nine of us chaps out of the pipej 
band out here in France. 
The rest 


are still in the training camp back 
in England. 
We all stick together 


and have our 
dugouts 
together 


(something like a cellar with a roof 
over it to serve as a protection 
against bursting shells). 
They -are 


a swell bunch of fellows, all right, 
and straight. 
We are keeping in practice as 


there might be a chance for us in 
some pipe {>and out here. 


Wo are stationed not 
fur back 


from the firing line—would like to 
toll you just what part of the line 
it is. but the censor wouldn't let it 
net by. 
We are working on reserve 


trenches. We had quite >i bit of ex- 
citement today 
for 
tin- 
Germans 


shelled the place where we were 
working. We were lucky as none of 
our bunch was hit, but 1 saw a 
whole gun crew of five pet knocked 
out by one of the shells. 
Two of 


the poor chaps died. 
\Vas beside 


one of our big 9-inch guns today 
while it was firing. Gee' 
The con- 


cussion from these guns it- so great 
that-it almost throws one off his 
feet—and s-o-m-e noise! Where 'we 
are camped there are bisr guns all 
around, and every day Hie Geiinans 
send over shells in. tho hope that 
some of them will knock out some 
of the guns. When wje first got here 
we used to worry" about the.se shells 
coming our way, but v,c have got 
used to them now and we ^o to sleep 
at night with the big guns banging 
away. 


One of the big sights out here is 


the battle line at night. 
When 


things get pretty lively everything is 
"lit up" by the flashes from-the big 
guns, and then they.seftd up flares 
(shells that make a- bin light) and 
everything is bright. 
Wouldn't pay 


any chap to show himself out of a 
trench when they send up a flare. 


You 
should 
see 
the 
country 


around here. 
It is all torn up 


about proper. 
There 
have been 


lots of villages around here, but 
there's not much left of them now. 
You would think it was just a pile 
of stone where some of the towns 
stood. And there are thousands of 
acres around here with hardly a 
space of 20 feet square that has not 
been torn up by shell-fire. The 
country is all craters, as we call 
the shell-holes, and most of them 
are full of water now. 
It has rained steadily for the last 


week, and we worked most of this 
afternoon in 'a downpour, walking 
three miles through it afterwards. 
You can imagine how wet I am. 
Also, there is some great mud, es- 
pecially where it is about a foot 
deep. 
But we are used to those 


things now, and haven't had a cold 
since I've been here. 
Guess the 


"war vets" won't have anything on 
us after this is over, we even have 
"hardtack" to eat.
